POTATOES INCREASE 


NEW FASTER ACTING ROYAL DRY YEAST 


Yields Of Sugar Boots, Dried Teas 
And Corn Also Higher 

OTTAWA.—Substantially increased 
yields of potatoes, sugar beets, dried 
pens, and corn, but a reduction in 
the output of alfalfa for the 1946 crop 
season was reported by the Dominion 
bureau of statistics in its first esti¬ 
mate of root and late crop produc¬ 
tion for the year. 

The 1946 potato crop, the bureau 
said, was estimated at 47.000,000 hun¬ 
dredweight, and wns substantially 
above the 36,000,000 hundredweight 
crop of a year ago. Average yield 
was 90 hundredweight per acre, with 
New Brunswick having a top yield 
of 150 hundredweight per acre. 

Quebec and Manitoba potato crops 
were lower this year than last, but 
the total 1946 Canadian crop is the 
largest since 1934, with the exception 
of 1944, the bureau said. 

The commercial sugar beet crop for 
1946 was 83.000 tons above the 1945 
output, the bureau said. The in¬ 
crease was due not only to increased 
acreages, but above average yields. 

Production of dry peas in Canada 
this year amounted to 2,322,000 
bushels, compared with 1,363,000 
bushels a year ago. The alfalfa crop 
was reduced to 3,263,000 tons—617.- 
000 tons less than a year ago.

Estimated Market Value Im Close To 
100 Million Dollars 

Can you imagine a column 50 feet 
square and extending 20 or more 
miles above the earth, containing, of 
all things, nothing but fresh fruit 
and vegetables? If such a column 
were possible it would represent the 
fruits and vegetables consumed an¬ 
nually in only two large Canadian 
cities. 

Dr. W. C. Hopper, B.S.A., MS., 
principal economist in the Economics 
Division of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Ottawa, visualizes such an 
apparition in preparing a report for 
the Canadian Geographical Society on 
the production, importation and mar¬ 
keting of these food products. What 
such a column would be like if it in¬ 
cluded the total Canadian consump¬ 
tion of these commodities would be 
difficult to imagine. 

The report states that the annual 
Canadian production has a market 
value of close to 100 million dollars. 
In addition to Canadian-grown pro¬ 
ducts, prior to the war fruits and 
veegtables were also imported from 
20 different countries, including the 
United States, South America, Italy, 
Palestine, Spain, the West Indies, 
South Africa. Mexico, Egypt and 
Australia. Importation from such 
countries is now being resumed and, 
according to Dr. Hopper, may event¬ 
ually become greater in quantity and 
variety than ever before. The im¬ 
port value of fruits and vegetables 
from the United States alone is more 
than 60 million dollars annually. 

Dr. Hopper, who pays tribute to the 
important distribution role played by 
public markets, some of which were 
established as long as 300 years ago, 
believes, however, that improved pub¬ 
lic market facilities are urgently re¬ 
quired. 

Most fruits and vegetables grown 
today, he adds, are the descendants 
of wild plants discovered hundreds of 
years ago. Scientific effort over a

Australia Has Spec ial Service Which

For the first time in Australian 
post office history, the eager and 
fastidious stamp collector can post 
his letters, secure in the knowledge 
that the stamps will not be defaced 
in the post-marking. In Sydney, a 
new mail-box has bren added with 
the classification — "Philatelic Mail 
Only”. 

Post office authorities explained 
that the ordinary machine post¬ 
marking was sometimes too heavy 
for the requirements of philatelists. 
Letters placed in the special box 
will be carefully stamped by hand.

There will be no women In Can¬ 
ada’s permanent air force, according 
to an announcement made by the 
minister of defence for air, Hon. 
Colin Gibson, in Toronto recently. 
The women’s division will be totally 
demobilized by the end of this year. 

Permanent air force will number 
16,100 men,” he said. "We shall 
never be caught without sufficient 
instructors and an immediately avail¬ 
able fighting air force again.” he 
added. 

The R.C.A.F. will have nine squad¬ 
rons, including two bomber squad¬ 
rons, two fighter, two photography, 
two transport, one army co-operation 
and one communication flight.

Ontario Apiarists Report Only A 
Twenty Per Cent. Crop 
GUEIPH, Ont.—The traditionally- 
busy bee went on a work stoppage 
in Ontario this summer and apiarists 
have garnered only a 20 per cent, 
crop in the Dominion's banner honey- 
producing province. 

Offlcml reports to the Ontario 
Agricultural college here indicate 
a yield of from 2,400,000 to 3,900,000 
pounds compared with normal pro¬ 
duction of 11,000,000 to 19,000,000. 
In good years it is much higher—the 
1938 yield, best in recent years, 
amounted to 24,092,000. 

The situation stumps the experts. 
But Ontario isn’t alone. Domin¬ 
ion government officials in Ottawa 
report that the honey yield is below 
normal all through eastern Canada. 
In the west Manitoba and Saskat¬ 
chewan have a normal yield. Alberta 
has the biggest 6rop in its history 
and British Columbia has a bood 
yield.

Scientists Find It Substitute For 
Wax Obtainable Only Front 
Germany 

A United Kingdom wartime dis¬ 
covery may create a new industry. 
An investigation was undertaken by 
the British Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research to find a 
substitute for montan wax, hitherto 
obtainable only from Germany. The 
properties of this wax, such as its 
hardness and high melting point, 
make it suitable for use in the 
preparation of many polishes and 
carbon paper. It was found that 
peat is relatively rich in this and 
other forms of hard waxes—from 
3% to 12% of the dry substance can 
be recovered as crude wax. After 
the wax has been extracted the peat 
can still be used as fuel, either in 
powdered form to provide power on 
the site or made into briquettes for 
use as fuel.

Are The Same Everywhere 

TORONTO.—The only Welsh teach¬ 
er in a group of 20 from Britain 
now teaching in Ontario, Miss Con¬ 
stance Pugh said recently that "kids 
arc much the same everywhere.”

Nations Prepare 
For World Trade 
Conference 


LONDON.—Seventeen nations bp- 
gnn here the task of freeing the 
world from the shackles imposed by 
the war. 

Basis of the conference, which a 
10-man Canadian delegation is at¬ 
tending, is the formation of an in¬ 
ternational trade organization de¬ 
signed to stabilize and expand world 
trade.

Canada Experienced 52,173 Fires 
During 1045 

In the year 1945 there were 52,173 
fires in Canada causing a property 
loss of $41,903,020, according to 
figures released by Dominion Fire 
Commissioner W. L. Olairmont, Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Across the country the greatest 
cause of fires was carelessness of 
This fault caused 17,582 


smokers 
fires with a loss of $2,286,430. 

An even greater property loss was 
caused by defective electrical wiring 
and appliances. These accounted for 
a loss of $3,813,153. 

Close behind in the list came fires 

boilers 


caused by stoves, furnaces 
and smoke pipes. These caused 5,464 
fires and a loss of $3,097,785. 

Overheated chimneys and flues 
were responsible for 3,708 blazes, hot 
ashes, coals and open fires produced 
2,558 and sparks on roofs meant 
1,262 calls for Canadian firefighters. 

Other causes of fire were gasoline 
explosions, lights other than electric, 
spontaneous ignition, matches, fire¬ 
works, friction and incendiarism.

Twelve years ago Miss E. M. Rich¬ 
ardson, an Englishwoman living in 
Australia, became interested in mak¬ 
ing pictures, not with oils or water 
colors, but with silks and wools.
